<rong competition of today The ques- 
ion with the intelligent merchant is 
low to make the windows most effective 
,nd it is being settled usually by decid 
ug to give them more attention-

sn't as well appreciated as it will be a 
'ew years later. The hiats man eaa re- j 
member when a codfish and a pair of 
rubber boots hung np iu a general store 
window were considered sufficient dis- 
play. Things have progressed since 
hen in the window dressing line, bnt 
they will pro gi ess more.

HOW BALLOONS ARE MADE. 


Tbe Fabric «f Whtck They Are Coaa- 


po«*« la Pmt Together with 


Or»*t Cure, 


The balloons are manufactured of 


goldbeater's akin, which, though small 
toy ones bad been made of it, could not 
be produced in sufficient quantities for 
tbe large balloons until Col. Templer 
invented" and perfected the process, 
which is briefly as follows, says the Pall 
MalJ, Magazine: 


The goldbeater's skin is made up of 


quantities of a. 'certain thin animal 
membrane (30,000 of these are requited 
for a balloon of 10,000 cubic feet capac- 
ity), which is first freed from all fatty 
substances and then soaked in. a solu- 
tion of glycerin and water. They are 
then applied to boards cut in the form, 
and to the size of the gore of the bal- 
loon required; others are then super- 
posed, until a thickness of f pur layer* 
has been reached, great bare being 
taken that no air bubbles remain be- 
tween, the skins. After thl» • fourth 
layer a method of strengthening is re- 
sorted to, in the shape of a netmanu- 
fa.ettired of. skin._After this net two or 
three more layers of membranes are^ap- 
plied. The whole Jstlvenallowed'todry, 
and a solution of boiled linseed oil i* 
used as a varnish, The fabric is then 
quite indissoluble, and the membrane*

tiight, say* the Star's Yokohama corre- 
spondent, in being the sole European 
guest at a dinner party attended by 
borae- COO progressive Chinamen. The 
occasion was the birthday of Conf ocius. 
That tag*, according to Chinese calen- 
ders, vas born- 2,449 jears ago. Con- 
fucius has stiil a. strong hold on the ed- 
ucated Chinese, and the parly of re- 
form, of which the unfortunate Kang- 
Yin-Wei was the leader, are particular- 
ly attached to his teachings. The' re- 
formers, indeed, have lately been mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to revive tbe cuh 
of Confucius, and this was the first 
time for many jears that bi» birthday 
has been celebrated in style, probably 
iu China the victorious conservatives 
did their best to crush the movement, 
but here in Yokohama it was a great 
success. Nearly all the Chinese of the 
place, except the legation people and 
the employes of the ISusso-Turkish 
bank—who are Mancbns—joined in. 


The dinner was held at the josshouse, 


which wa* a perfect blaze of Chinese 
lanterns, electric light and grand drag- 
on flags, and crowded with. Chines* in 
their most brilliant silks—reds and 
greens" and blues of the liveliest pos- 
sible shades. Seats were provided for 
everyone—an improvement on the Jap- 
anese custom of sifting on one's knees 
—and the meal was served on snial) 
tables to accommodate four. The din- 
ner commenced at 6:30 o'clock, and it 
ended at 11 o'clock, and there was eat- 
ing and drinking the whole time, with 
no laborious speeches to distract the at- 
tention, no music to divert one from 
the main object, and no irritating hu- 
morist to waste time. Your Chinese 
may be effete, but he can, eat and drink 
like a Gothic hero. 


The method of serving was peculiar. 


Before each guest was placed a little 
cup, not much bigger than a thimble, 
to contain the hot liquor beloved of the 
Celestial; a plate about two inches in 
diameter, a porcelain spoon, and some 
uory chopsticks. Each course was 
brought on in a large basin, placed in 
the «enter of the table, and the guests 
helped themselves as they pleased. The 
plate \v as so small as to be quite use- 
Jess, and so the chop sticks moved from 
the guests' lips to the basin direct, in 
a manner which was a little repellant 
to European ideas. The plate and cup, 
1 should add., had to serve for about 20 
coiirses. 


The first course 
was of trifles'— 


parched almonds, melon seeds, a kind 
of radish, and field bananas. Fancy 
any one but a Chinese beginning a din- 
ner in that dry) way. Melon, seed* in 
particular strike one as impossible as 
part of a menu. After toying with 
these for a few minutes-tbe next course 
arrived. It was* no other than the fa- 
mous bird's nest sonp. Like Huckle- 
berry Finn's dream of being rich, it's 
"not what it is cracked up to be," but 
I can imagine it being- quite edible if 
one. is hungry. Then came shark's fin, 
which my palate told me was not at a!l 
bad, though, my reason rebelled against 
the verdict. Then, there was a pigeon 
done in Aysterious fashion, chicken 
and some unknown fungus, translated 
to me as mushroom (which, it was 
not); salmon stewed in mysterious 
sauces, and fried chicken, and bamboo. 


Young bamboo roots are a common 


dish, with both. Chinese and Japanese, 
and are almost as succulent and nour- 
ishing as deal- chips. Then there was 
the brain of the -wong- fish, which ap- 
pears to be quite an intellectual fish, 
for there was more than enough brain 
for the 600 present. What the wong 
fish is, its size, shape, habits and moral 
character, I have no idea. Then fol- 
lowed a- duck which had been cleverly 
boned and boiled in its own skin. Then 
came the awabi shellfish (of which 
again I am ashamed to confess ig- 
norance), a preparation ofpork as fat 
as an alderman and as rich as Rocke- 
feller; more mushrooms and bamboo 
in cryptic sauces, chicken and ham, and 
one or t\\o other things, the component 
parts of which not even Lord Bay lei gh 
could ha\e determined. 
Finally—a 


blessed' relief!—cakes, tea and fruits. 
A cigarette was smoked religiously 
after each course, and at the end of it 
all each guest was given a little box of 
outlandish confectionery. 


The Chinaman makes a jolly host, 


and, 
when well educated, is by no 


means an uninteresting' person. I was 
speaking with one who could talk Eng- 
lish like a professor, who had enlight- 
ened ideas on ihe necessity of a free 
press and the advantages of railways 
and telegraphst for China. He had 
passed a stiff English examination in 
mathematics and ancient and modern, 
languages. A Japanese of similar at- 
tainments would have made of him- 
self a greasy frock-coated horror, with, 
a napless pot hat and brown boots. 
But this man stuck manfully to every 
detail of his national costume. Be had 
a most pronounced pigtail, a yellow 
silk tunic and blue satin,breeches. One 
respected him for it.—London Star.

checks. These checks, calling for any- 
where from $50 to $100 for privates', 
grow very warm in. the pockets of some 
of their owners and the first desire is 
to get .rid of ihem. In fact, many of 
the boys hardly'wait until the ink.is 
dry before some friendly canteen man 
has it in his till. iMiany of the soldiers, 
being unacquainted in the city, have 
no one to identify them at the banks, 
and are forced to have them cashed 
where they trade, says the DetroitFree 
Press. 


-It is no uncommon occurrence in the 


paymaster's office nowadays to see peo 
plficomlngin with checks in their handi 
th,at- have been refused at the banks. 
This is due to a' technicality, and" in 
most cases is straightened out by the 
-paymaster. One woman wjent to the 
.ofjjce one day last week, and said she 
'had cashed a check for $60 for a saoldier. 
She had sent the check, with'several 
others, to one of the city -banks, "on 
deposit. The, check had bepn forward- 
ed to a Chicago bank for collection, and 
the Chicago bank refused, to cash it, 
ior- the reason that in indorsing it, the 
soldier had failed to add his position, 
company letter and regiment number 
to his signature. This is the case in 
many instances. The checks are all 
sent back here and Paymaster Pickett 
certifies to the missing identifications 
in most cases'.

The Lndtcron* Tarn Given Ait Arrest

The mode of procedure in arresting 


a culprit under the laws of the United 
States is> somewhat more complicated 
than the ordinary issuance of a warrant 
by a justice of the peace for violation 
of the city or state laws, says the Chica* 
go Times-Herald. The warrant issued 
by Uncle Sam's law dispensers begins 
witt this formal caption: "Tne Presi- 
dent of the United State* of America— 
To the Marshal of the United Statesfor 
the Northern District of Illinois and to: 
His Deputies, or to Any or Either of 
Them." The effect of these awe-inspir- 
ing words on prisoners who are con- 
fronted with a. warrant for the first 
time is sometimes startling—and- al- 
ways effective. Chief Deputy Marshal 
Rowe, of the local office, recently served 
papers on a defendant and had an'ex- 
perience which may be taken aa an il- 
lustration of the usual effect-on: pris^ 
oners. He found a man. for whom he 
had been searching several days, and 
forthwith produced a warrant for his 
arrest. He started to read: "The Pres- 
ident of the United," when the pris- 
oner, >wlth a look of terror on his face, 
stopped him. 
"That's enough," .^e' 


said; "if President McKinley has>heard 
of my offense I'm up a'gainst it. Take 
me along." Mr. Rowe had no trouble in 
taking the terrified prisoner before a 
•commissioner.
